Dermatology (DEQ_D)

The CAPI system is programmed with built-in consistency checks to
reduce data entry errors. CAPI also uses online help screens to assist
interviewers in defining key terms used in the questionnaire.

Frequency counts were verified during the preparation of the file.

The following items were dropped from the 2005-2006 data set:
DEQO11, DEQ021, DEQ041, DEQ051, DEQ061, DEQO71, DEQO083 a-I
and DEQO83u.

Responses to question DEQO038Q, “How many times in the past year
have you had a sunburn?”, with values of 20 or more, were combined
into one category. The variable was renamed DEQO038D.

Analysts should be aware that some questions (such as DEQ.053 —
ever told you had psoriasis) have very few responses for some
categories. Even with two years of data collection, there may not be
sufficient sample size for such variables to be analytically useful. In
these cases, it may be necessary to combine more than two years of
data to conduct analysis.
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Although these data were collected as part of the household
guestionnaire, if they are merged with the MEC exam data, exam
sample weights should be used for the analyses.
